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Trio used hoax bomb in 
Co-op bank robbery plot 


Man cleared of manslaughter rap 
but jailed for town centre brawls 


A SCAFFOLDER has been cleared of 
the manslaughter of family man 
Paul Mondon, but has been sent to 
prison for being involved in two 
fights in Dunstable town centre on 
the same night. 

Marc Allen, 24, was told by a judge 
on Friday he had been ‘hot-headed, 
drunk and probably affected by drugs’, 
but said the jury had cleared him of 
responsibility for the death of 47-year- 
old Mr Mondon after a confrontation 
in High Street South last year. 

During the trial at Luton Crown 
Court the jury had heard how Mr 
Mondon, from Flitton, had gone into 
Dunstable on October 8,2010, to meet 
old school friends for some drinks. 

In the early hours of the following 
morning, he took umbrage when he 
believed he had been deliberately 
shoulder barged by the two younger 
men. 

There was a confrontation in which 
he could be seen on CCTV throwing a 
punch at Allen. He was punched back 
and the blow caused an invisible 
injury which rapidly led to his death. 

The prosecution claimed that Allen 
and Langford were very drunk and 
spoiling for a fight. They had been 
involved in a disturbance in the Old 
Sugar Loaf, in High Street North, and 
had been thrown out of there earlier 
that night. Allen stripped to his bare

THREE Luton men have pleaded guilty to 
an elaborate bomb plot which extracted 
£160,000 from a bank and brought a town 
centre to a standstill. 

Co-op bank worker Muhammed Qasim 
Salam, 23, of Bracknell Close, caused a 
major emergency in Watford when he told 
colleagues a device was strapped to his leg. 

Armed police, trained negotiators and the 
bomb squad were called and surrounded the 
bank in Market Street in a three and a half 
hour siege before Salam gave himself up. 

His friends and accomplices Imran 
Khalifa and Faizan Rehman, both 23, were 
also arrested and the money was later 
recovered. 

On Friday, at St Albans Crown Court, 
Salam, Khalifa, from Maidenhead Road 
and Rehman, from Havelock Road, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to steal and conspiracy 
to commit a bomb hoax. 

Judge Andrew Bright QC described their 
crimes as ‘a bank robbery without violence’. 

At a preliminary hearing, the three 
bespectacled defendants were all said to be 
intelligent young men from respectable 
families with no previous convictions. 

Salam was a highly regarded member of 
the bank’s Customer Service Department. 
He had keys to the bank safe and hatched 
a plan in May this year, recruiting the other 
two. 

On June 2 he put his plan into action - 
first of all making sure other male workers 
at the bank would not be present. 

In the early hours they drove to the 
branch manager’s home in Staines where 
they punctured his tyres so he could not get 
into work. 

Salam also made sure another male work¬ 
er would not be present by making arrange¬ 
ments for him to visit another branch. 

He went to the bank as normal, dressed 


smartly for work. Not long afterwards the 
other two made their way to Watford in a 
hire car. 

Rehman entered the bank for a meeting 
with Salam about opening an account. 
Khalifa remained in the car to act as a 
getaway driver. 

At 9.30am Rehman switched to a taxi that 
pulled upside and, wearing a wide- 
brimmed hat and long coat, he walked in. 

Salam ushered him into a side office for 
the ‘meeting’. There the hoax bomb was 
strapped to the bank worker’s legs. 

He then took Rehman downstairs to the 
safe which he unlocked and £160,000 was 
taken. 

It was placed in a bag carried by Rehman 
who left unchallenged as none of the other 
staff knew what had happened. He took the 
taxi back to where Khalifa was waiting in 
the getaway car. The two made their way 
back to Luton. 

Salam made his way to the main foyer 
and dialled 999 saying someone had come 
into the bank and ‘strapped a bomb to my 
leg’. 

He said the stranger had said after 20 
minutes a LED light would come on indi¬ 
cating the bomb was no longer dangerous, 
but he claimed the man told him that if he 
tried to take it off before then it would 
explode. 

His call caused the police to quickly sur¬ 
round the bank. One worker later told the 
police she saw Salam leaning on the count¬ 
er looking pale and shouting that everyone 
should get out. She said she could see a 
device strapped to his leg. 

After their arrest the trio’s mobile phones 
were examined. It put them in the vicinity 
of the manager’s home in Staines in the 
early hours as well as being in Watford on 
the day of the siege. 

The case was not opened by prosecutor 
Peter Shaw and is due back for sentence 
next week.

Union: Questions must be 
asked over £4m taxi spend

MORE than £4 million of taxpayers' 
money was spent on cabs within 
the space of 15 months. 

The GMB Union has raised ques¬ 
tions over Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s spending of the cash on 
private hire firms up to June 2011, 
given that it has asked all staff to take 
a two per cent pay cut. 

The GMB says the figures show 
that, between April 1010 and June 
2011, the council spent a total of 
£4,091,478 with 37 companies. 

The sums paid were published by 
the council as part of the trans¬ 
parency initiative whereby all public 
bodies must reveal all spending 
above £500 to any supplier. 

The highest amounts paid were 
£740,620 to Dunstable-based 69ers, 
£301,618 to Chiltern Cars in Luton, 
and £257,099 to Bedford firm AGS. 

GMB representative Warren Kenny 
(pictured) said: “We will hand this 
information to an elected councillor 
with a request that questions be 
asked in the council chamber on 
this. 

“We would like more information 
as to what all this expenditure is for. 
GMB, the union for private hire 
workers, would like to know how the 
contracts are let out and whether all 



firms in Central Bedfordshire were 
given a chance to bid for this work. 

“Another question that arises is 
whether in the current climate of 
austerity it might be cheaper for the 
council to provide this transport 
direct in house with their own fleet 
and drivers. 


“We would also like to know how 
much of this is spent on cabs for 
councillors and senior officers. GMB 
disabled workers at LuDun lost their 
jobs because the council said it 
could not afford the £300,000 need¬ 
ed to keep it open.” 

Last month we reported that more 
than 600 Central Beds workers who 
have been asked to take a two per 
cent pay cut have defied bosses and 
not responded to or rejected a 
change to their terms and condi¬ 
tions of employment. 

The staff members have received 
follow-up letters of dismissal from 
Central Bedfordshire Council with 
an immediate offer of re-engage¬ 
ment on the revised terms and have 
until September 30 to respond. 

Cllr Maurice Jones said: “The GMB 
are wide of the mark in suggesting 
that this relates to business travel for 
councillors and officers. 

“The figures quoted here are over¬ 
whelmingly for essential transport 
used for vulnerable children and 
adults who have educational needs 
and other requirements that the 
council is obliged to provide. 

“We are acutely conscious of pro¬ 
viding value for money and are cur¬ 
rently in the process of re-tendering 
all of the routes for our service users 
and looking at alternative service 
delivery methods.”

chest and challenged bouncers 
outside. 

They also alleged that their behav¬ 
iour in High Street South during the 
confrontation with Mr Mondon and 
his friends amounted to an affray. 

Prosecutor Ben Gumpert 
described it as ‘a random piece of 
late night drunken rowdiness’. 

Allen, of High Street, Leagrave, and 
his friend, Gavin Langford, of 
Victoria Street, Dunstable, both 
pleaded not guilty to two charges of 
affray. 

Mr Langford, 27, who gave evi¬ 
dence to the jury and denied he had 
been looking for trouble, was cleared 
by the jury of two charges of affray. 
He was not on trial for manslaugh¬ 


ter. Allen, who did not give evidence, 
was convicted of both charges but 
cleared of manslaughter. He was 
jailed for 21 months. 

Judge Michael Bake QC said: “They 
could not with certainty reject the 
proposition that Allen’s first blow 
was struck in lawful self-defence and 
had to acquit him of manslaughter. 

“But they could be sure that when 
he kicked out afterwards that was an 
unlawful act on which to reach a 
verdict of guilty of affray.” 

There had been no evidence that 
the kick played any part in causing 
Mr Mondon’s death. 

Unusually, the jury had written an 
explanation of their verdicts, but 
after legal discussion it was agreed 
that the note should not be read by 


anyone but kept by the court in a 
sealed envelope if a situation arose 
in the future where it might become 
relevant. 

The jury also heard that Allen had 
been convicted of affray two years 
ago during which a stranger was 
injured in the street by a gang of 
three. 

Referring to Mr Mondon the Judge 
said: “It is very clear from personal 
statements I have read that his death 
has caused a devastating loss to his 
family. 

“He was plainly a decent man. 

“It may be he acted a little 
hot- headed that night but no 
rational person could suggest he 
deserved what he got. It was deeply 
unfortunate.”

A PREGNANT woman was punched 
twice in the stomach and her boyfriend 
attacked near a main road. 

The mum-to-be was hit as she tried to 
prevent four men beating up her 
boyfriend, who was grabbed in a head- 
lock and struck twice in the face with an 
unknown object, injuring his jaw 

The couple were sitting on a bench 
waiting for a bus near to The Bull in High 
Street North, Dunstable, on Tuesday 


afternoon when a dark hatchback car 
drove past and the front seat passenger 
swore at the boyfriend. 

Moments later, four men - believed to 
be from the hatchback car - approached 
the pair and carried out their attack. 

The group then left and the two victims 
were both taken to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital for treatment. 

Detective Sergeant Rob Clough wants 
to hear from anyone who may have 
witnessed the attack or seen the car any 
time before or after the incident at 
around 4.40pm. 


DS Clough said: “I am keen to speak 
with any motorists or pedestrians who 
may have seen the incident take place, we 
will need assistance to help us catch the 
people who did this and stop them from 
committing similar offences in the future. 

“I know that a passer-by in a white 
transit van stopped and intervened and I 
am particularly keen to speak to him.”

Man charged over pub arson 

A MAN has been charged over the 
arson attack that destroyed a 
historic thatched pub. 

A fire broke out on August 10 at 
the Grade II listed Norman King in 
Church Street, Dunstable, which 
was under refurbishment and 
empty at the time. 

Richard Waters, 42, of Western 
Way, Dunstable, was arrested on 
Friday afternoon and charged with 
arson with intent to endanger life. 

He was remanded in custody on 
Friday and appeared before 
Bedford Magistrates' Court yester¬ 
day. No one was injured. 

Bid to highlight homeless charity’s funding plight 



People evacuated 
from flats after fire 
started in entrance 

FOUR youths were spotted close to 
a block of flats shortly before an 
arson attack. 

A fire was started in the entrance 
to the building in The Ridings, Luton, 
on Thursday and residents had to be 
evacuated while it was extinguished. 

Detective Sergeant Marie Gresswell, 
investigating, is keen to trace four 
people who were seen in the area 
prior to the fire at about 4.40pm. 

She said: “I am keen to trace the 
four people who were seen close to 
the building shortly before the fire 
was reported. They are described 
as two Asian men, one white man 
and a white woman - all were 16 to 
20 years old. 

“This fire put the lives of the 
occupants in danger and it is believed 
to have been started deliberately. 
These people may have witnessed 
someone behaving suspiciously in 
the area and could hold vital 
information about who was 
responsible for starting the fire. 

“I would urge them or anyone who 
can help identify them to come 
forward and help with this 
investigation.”

AN event to raise awareness of the 
issues of homelessness will take place 
in The Mall this week. 

Organised by volunteers from the 
Luton Labour Party offices, it will raise 
awareness of Luton-based charity LAMP, 
which faces severe funding cuts. 

The Christian charity works 
with homeless 16-25-year-olds by 
providing secure accommodation and 
individual support, as well as education¬ 
al workshops on homelessness in the 
area. 

They have previously partly relied on 
the Government for funding but due to 
the public sector cuts expect to lose 
between £60,000-130,000. 

The charity needs around £190,000 per 
annum of which it raises £60,000 from 
its own fundraising efforts. 

It lost £34,000 of funding from 


Connexions in September 2010 that was 
targeted at 16-18 year olds. 

It also has a contract with the 
Supporting People programme run by the 
Government, but Luton Borough Council 
has not renewed the contract and instead 
put it out to tender. 

LAMP chief executive fohn Archer 
said: “If funding is not found we will 
keep on serving until there is no more 
money.” 

A council spokesman said: “The future 
of LAMP is like so many others across 
our town and our country. 

“Only this month the media covered 
just how many charities will be affected 
by the cuts being imposed on local 
authorities by the Government. 

“The fear of losing the value of this 
charity and their staff is a huge concern 
for the town.”

LUTON’S two remaining care 
homes for the elderly should 
remain open while there are 
permanent residents living 
there. 

That is the claim of 
Councillor David Franks, who 
said frail and vulnerable 
occupants at The Laurels, in 
Ely Way, and Westlea, in 
Leagrave High Street, ‘would 
suffer if forcibly removed’ in 
the event it is decided the 
homes must be shut. 

No decision has yet been 
made by Luton Borough 
Council, which on Thursday 
will decide whether to under¬ 
take a full consultation ‘with 
the residents and their carers, 
members of staff, their trade 


union representatives, key 
stakeholders and the general 
public with a view to the 
reprovision of the service pro¬ 
vided and the relocation of 
residents to appropriate, 
alternative care’. 

The council has potentially 
195 vacant residential beds 
across the town through new 
state-of-the-art facilities, the 
private sector and Griffin Care 
Home, in Moorlands Gardens, 
if it is reopened. 

Liberal Democrat group 
leader Cllr Franks believes 
that, whatever the future 
holds for the homes, the per¬ 
manent residents should be 
allowed to remain, with the 
vacant beds being used for 
short-term respite care. 

He said: “We only have to

recent liquidation of Southern 
Cross to see the council 
should really have some 
in-house provision. 

“If it must close the last two 
remaining council-run homes 
then at the very least it should 
guarantee that the homes will 
not close while they still house 
permanent residents. 

“The occupants are frail and 
vulnerable people who will be 
upset and will suffer if forcibly 
moved.” 

There are also staffing impli¬ 
cations involved in the pro¬ 
posed closure of the homes, 
with 44 working at The Laurels 
and 38 employees at Westlea. 

A Town Hall spokesman said:

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Rioters face eviction 
after PM’s support

A HOUSING association has said 
it will work with the police to 
evict tenants found to be 
involved in last week’s riots. 

Aragon, which owns and man¬ 
ages properties in Luton, says it 
has ‘agreed a protocol’ with 
Bedfordshire Police to decide on 
appropriate action for any of resi¬ 
dents involved in the troubles. 

Prime Minister David Cameron, 
has backed councils who evict 
tenants who were part of the dis¬ 
turbances saying those who ‘loot 
and pillage their own community’ 
should be evicted from council 
houses. 

A spokeswoman for Aragon 
said: “We will review all informa¬ 
tion provided by the police under 


a protocol agreed between 
Aragon and Bedfordshire Police 
and decide the appropriate 
course of action on a case-by- 
case basis. 

“Where we consider eviction 
proceedings may be appropriate 
we will seek advice from our 
solicitors about pursuing this 
course of action. 

“Aragon has an anti-social 
behaviour policy that recom¬ 
mends eviction only as a last 
resort. “ 

Bedfordshire Pilgrims Housing 
Association said it will take 
‘reasonable and proportionate 
action.’ 

■ A 17-YEAR-OLD charged with 
using the messenger on his 
Blackberry phone to encourage 
people to loot has been sent for 
trial. 


The teenager, from the Stopsley 
area of Luton, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
appeared at Luton Youth Court 
on Tuesday.

Cabbie fined for ‘hooking’ uninsured passengers 


A PRIVATE hire driver who was 
‘plying’ for customers has been 
found guilty and fined. 

Salamat Hussain Chaudhury, of 
Overstone Road, Luton, picked up 
two undercover trading standards 
officers in Dunstable last 
September that were not pre¬ 
booked through the firm. 

The magistrates found that there 
was indisputable evidence that 


Chaudhury was fully aware that 
this was not a pre-booked fare, 
further evidenced as he was 
spotted soon after by the 
undercover officers he had just 
dropped off, collecting his 
legitimate fare passenger that 
he claimed he thought the officers 
were. 

Private hire vehicles collecting 
non-booked fares, known as ‘plying 


for hire’, are not insured to do this 
and customers are travelling in an 
uninsured vehicle. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
brought the prosecution against 
Chaudhury, who at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court was found 
guilty after a trial and fined 
£350, plus a £15 victim surcharge 
and £600 towards prosecution 
costs.

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Public ‘too busy’ to check 
possible cancer symptoms

ALMOST a fifth of people in our county 
won’t see a doctor about cancer symp¬ 
toms because they don’t have the time. 

Research carried out by NHS Anglia 
Cancer Network’s asked why people might 
put off making an appointment to see 
their doctor to discuss possibly having the 
disease. 

The facts showed that 18 per cent of the 
630 people asked in Bedfordshire said they 
wouldn’t go to the doctors if they feared 
they had cancer because they were too 
busy. 

The most common reason given was 


‘worry about what the doctor might find’, 
cited by nearly a third of people (30 
per cent). More than a quarter (26 per¬ 
cent) said ‘wasting the doctor’s time’, 24 
per cent mentioned ‘being too scared’ 
and 20 per cent said ‘feeling too embar¬ 
rassed’. 

A significant number of people in 
Bedfordshire (46 per cent) did say they 
would approach their GP within three 
days if they discovered symptoms that 
they thought might be a sign of cancer, but 
21 per cent said that they would hold off 
for two weeks or more, and three per cent 
said that they’d never visit their doctor. 

Talking about the findings, Dr Rory 
Harvey, medical director at the NHS 


Anglia Cancer Network, said: “Cancer 
touches most of us during our lifetime - 
whether directly or indirectly - so I can 
understand why some people might be 
scared or have other reasons for not visit¬ 
ing their GP. 

“But I can’t stress enough how important 
it is for anyone with concerns about possi¬ 
ble cancer symptoms to contact their doc¬ 
tor at the earliest opportunity. 

“Some of the most common cancers, 
such as breast, bowel and lung are often 
the ones that respond best to treatment if 
diagnosed early enough. 

“The chances are it won’t be cancer - but 
it’s much better to be sure. If in doubt - 
check it out.”

A FOOTBALL fan is pleading for 
a one-way system around their 
stadium to be reversed to reduce 
traffic. 

After Clifton Road bridge was

“This will involve little effort and 
a great deal of goodwill for the 
council. Perhaps it can even be 
done for the next match.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
consulted extensively with the 
football club to discuss various 
options during the Clifton Road 
bridge rebuild and it was con¬ 
cluded that there was no easy 
solution to the problem of retain¬ 
ing access to the club’s Maple 
Road car park. 

“Unfortunately the suggestion 
of reversing the direction of traffic 


flow on Oak Road and Ash road 
would just transfer the problem of 
getting out onto Dunstable Road 
to the Ash Road junction. 

“On a major engineering project 
of this scale there are always 
going to be some difficulties in 
the construction period, which is 
why we gave it so much advanced 
publicity. 

“We are building the busway in 
order to reduce congestion and 
dramatically reduce journey 
times across Luton and 
Dunstable, and we would like to 
thank motorists for their patience 
during the building phase.”

SIR - The numerous letters 
attacking Richard Stay and 
praising the deliberate collapse 
of the Core Strategy serve only to 
underline the strained 
relationship between Luton 
Borough Council and its 
neighbours. 

I should also add that a 
significant majority of the voters 
in Caddington and Slip End 
returned Richard Stay and Ruth 
Gammons to Central 
Bedfordshire Council earlier 
this year precisely because they 
support our villages and oppose 
unsustainable schemes to build 
over the green belt. 

The No North campaign 
questions a lack of evidence 
supporting the supposed 
benefits of development there 
and the absence of the new 
bypass; the Stopsley 
campaigners similarly cite the 
lack of a viable access route. 



Comparable arguments exist 
against the proposed West of 
Luton development and it is 
unfair of last week’s letter-writers 
to raise those points for 


themselves while denying the 
very same concerns for those of 
us on the other side of town. 

Comments like ‘unfair 
propaganda’ and ‘only one 
agenda’ published last week can 
just as easily by applied to the 
correspondents who so readily 
used them, but it is hard to see 
how such attacks are going to 
advance the cause of anyone in 
Luton or Central Bedfordshire. 

The West of Luton had already 
been considered and set aside in 
preparing the draft Core 
Strategy; the last minute attempt 
to bring back a rejected concept 
amounted to deliberate sabotage 
by the Luton Labour group and, 
if they genuinely want to find a 
mutually beneficial way forward 
with Central Bedfordshire, then 
this is a very strange way of going 
about it.

of CFS/ME sufferers spoil it for the 
rest of us by venting their anger at 
those they see as devaluing their 
physical illness through therapies 
that work on the mind. 

In fact, the recent PACE research 
trial showed that these psychiatric 
treatments can’t cure CFS/ME but 
they can help some patients get the 
best out of their limited energy by 
dealing with the unpredictable 
effects of the illness. 

As Steve Lowe says, too many 
people, including some doctors, still 
don’t understand enough about 
CFS/ME, and their scepticism 
provides further damage to the 
morale of sufferers. 

In 2002, the Government’s Chief 
Medical Officer, Liam Donaldson, 
published a Working Group report 
on CFS/ME which established 
beyond doubt that it ‘is a genuine 
illness which imposes a substantial 
burden on the health of the UK 
population’. It said that a 
programme of research on all 
aspects of CFS/ME is required. 

Patients must receive care and 
treatment commensurate with their 
health needs and the disability 
resulting from the illness. As a result, 
NHS clinical services for CFS/ME 
were set up in different areas of 
England beginning in 2004, and 
there will soon be one here in 
Bedfordshire.

Pensions education need 

SIR - As a charity that helps people in 
financial hardship, including many 
pensioners, we read with concern the 
new report from investment firm 
Baring Asset Management on the one 
in four ‘baby boomers’ who have 
made little or no provision for their 
retirement. 

Unfortunately this warning may be 
too late for many of those who are 
now approaching pension age. 

Due to the wider economic climate, 
saving for retirement is now simply 
not an option for many people cur¬ 
rently in their 50s and 60s, and some 
may be desperately trying to earn 
money into their 70s. 

The Institute for Public Policy 
Research (IPPR) found that there is a 
steady increase in unemployment 
among the over-50s and many of 
those who are employed are on low 
incomes. And like everyone else, the 
over-50s are faced with soaring infla¬ 
tion, the rising cost of living and fear 
interest rate rises. 

We want to see banks investing in 
financial literacy for those who need 
it, alongside support programmes for 
people in financial need, rather than 
the publication of headline-grabbing 
predictions. Pointing out the facts is 
one thing, but this must be followed 
by solutions that do not just rely on 
the charity sector to carry the bur¬ 
den. The country assisted the banks 
when the industry was collapsing, 
and now it’s time for them to help 
overcome the issues that too many 
people face.

People should be aware, for exam¬ 
ple, of how a change in employment 
status may affect their benefits enti¬ 
tlement. The Turn2us website has a 
free benefits checker that will show 
you what you might be entitled to if 
your current situation changes - 
www.turn2us.org.uk 

The website also has a grants search 
database giving access to 3,500 chari¬ 
table funds, including those giving 
grants to fund re-training, a return 
into education or to help pay bills 
and living expenses. 

We know that people are often 
reluctant to turn to charities or claim 
benefits - even when times are tough 
- but we hope people are able to see 
past the perceived stigma. 

It isn’t just ‘vulnerable’ households 
which are being hit hard by the cur¬ 
rent economic climate, but families 
who never, ever expected to face 
financial difficulty are struggling to 
make ends meet too. I hope every¬ 
one takes note of the warning and 
prepares for all eventualities.

Union slams computer plans

A UNION boss had called 
£250,000 which could be handed 
out to councillors over four years 
to pay for broadband, computer 
equipment and mobile phones a 
‘kick in the teeth’. 

Cash-strapped Central 

Bedfordshire Council is proposing 
the changes to its 59 members’ 
ICT allowances in a bid to save a 
proposed £20,000 a year. 

The plans, which include losing 
one staff member from the 
department, offers members 
during their 48 month term up to 
£600 towards computer 
equipment, £800 PC support and 
consumable allowance, £1,600 


towards fixed line and broadband 
and £1,200 mobile phone 
allowance. 

This is on top of the £10,995.60 
given to each member annually 
and the amounts of between 
£2,474.50 and £32,986.80 given to 
councillors with special 
responsibilities, such as leader of 
the council, executive member 
and committee chairman. 

They also get up to 52.2p per 
mile petrol allowance and 20p per 
mile bike allowance. 

Warren Kenny, GMB Union 
senior organiser, said: “It is a kick 
in the teeth for local taxpayers and 
the council staff who have been 
threatened with losing their jobs 
unless they agree to a two per cent 
pay cut. There was a time when 


locally elected councillors served 
their communities without 
payment or special allowances. 

“Clearly those days are long gone 
in Central Bedfordshire. 

“It is not clear how allocating 
£250k to IT equipment can be 
measured for effectiveness or 
improved efficiency to the tax 
payer and particularly given that 
we are supposed to be in an age of 
austerity.” 

Currently the authority offers 
two options to members 
comprising of allowances and 
council-provided equipment, so 
they can pick and mix between the 
two. 

However, the new system - 
which if agreed should be fully 
functional by December 31 - will 


actually reduce the four yearly 
allowance for each councillor 
from £4,560 to £4,200. 

Cllr Maurice Jones said: “It is 
essential that members have 
access to efficient ICT systems so 
they can receive council informa¬ 
tion and reports, and respond to 
members of the public about 
current local issues. 

“The recommended allowance 
system will be much more cost 
effective for the council, saving 
more than £20,000 per year, and if 
approved will help improve 
council efficiency by providing a 
much more reliable service.” 

Top members will decide 
whether to give the proposals the 
go-ahead at a meeting of the 
authority’s Executive on Tuesday. 


Councils work together to 
pay off their money owed 

THE cash owed between two neighbouring councils has 
dropped by more than £7 million in just over half a year. 

In January, our sister paper Bedfordshire on Sunday 
reported on £4.6 million of debt owed by Central 
Bedfordshire Council to Bedford Borough Council - and 
£5m owed by Bedford to Central Beds. 

However, recent figures have revealed that both 
authorities have almost paid back their debts to each 
other. 

Central Beds still has £1.7 million to pay back to Bedford, 
and the borough must still stump up £300,000 to its 
neighbour. 

Central Beds Cllr Maurice Jones said: “We have worked 
constructively with Bedford Borough Council in recent 
months to review the level of money owed on both sides, 
to agree the basis of charges between the authorities and 
to make payments between us more efficient. 

“Much of the outstanding debt relates to some historic 
charges from our shared services arrangements and 
charges in the normal course of business between us. 

“We continue to actively seek to resolve any issues with 
the borough.” 

Bedford Borough Cllr Michael Headley said: “I am 
pleased that the amount due from Central Beds is 
continuing to reduce and as of August 5, the level of 
debts due for more than 30 days is £1.7million.”

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Force pays out £75k 
to police informers

BEDFORDSHIRE Police have paid 
more than £75,000 to snitches in 
the past two years. 

Figures released to Luton on 
Sunday show that the cash- 
strapped force handed out £34,555 
to informants over the last financial 
year - an average of almost £655 a 
week or around £95 a day. 

And in 2009/10 officers paid 
£41,274 to people giving them infor¬ 
mation - working out at more than 
£793 a week or about £113 a day. 

The figures for the two years 
would pay for three extra police 
constables or more than two 


sergeants or one chief inspector. 
The news comes in light of the force 
having to make £6.2m efficiency 
savings in the coming year and 
following a million pound in-year 


funding cut in 2010/11. A 
spokesman for Bedfordshire Police 
explained that the practice of pay¬ 
ing people for information has 
been going on in police forces 


across the country for many years 
and is an important part of police 
work. 

He said: “Sources of information 
are many and varied and are an 


essential component of law enforce¬ 
ment work. Informants are just one 
source of information that the 
police utilise to assist in the preven¬ 
tion and detection of crime. 

“Information is the lifeblood of 
every inquiry and it is recognised 
that on some occasions and for 
varying reasons people wish to 
remain anonymous when giving 
information. 

“Not all informants request pay¬ 
ments and there are many reasons 
for people coming forward to assist 
the police.” 

Neighbouring Northamptonshire 
Police spent £38,733.85 of inform¬ 
ants in 2009/10 and last year paid 
out £37,155 for information.

Good Samaritan 
steps in to save 
young boy having 
his phone stolen 

A TWELVE-YEAR-OLD was punched in the head several 
times in the street - but a passer-by stepped in to prevent his 
mobile phone being stolen. 

The boy was attacked while walking along a footpath 
behind Kenilworth Road, which runs between Oak Road 
and Beech Road, in Luton on Saturday, August 13, at around 
4pm.

Officers arrested a 16-year-old youth in connection with 
the attack and he has been bailed pending further 
investigation. 

The boy was not seriously injured but officers need to 
locate the Good Samaritan who could be a vital witness. 

PC Joseph Tobin said: “This man was very helpful and 
although we have arrested a person in connection with this 
incident we still need to trace the member of public who 
helped as he could hold vital information. 

“I would reassure this person that he is not in any trouble 
and we hope that he will be able to assist in bringing this 
offender to justice.”

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How social network 
stave off threat of 


RIOTS took place in London and many provincial cities 
earlier this month, but Bedfordshire experienced no real 
problems despite fears disorder could spread. ADAM 
THOMPSON looks at measures taken by Bedfordshire Police 
to keep trouble at bay by using Facebook and Twitter. 


IT’S Monday, August 8 and riots 
are spreading beyond London 
with major disturbances reach¬ 
ing other parts of England. 

Twitter and Facebook is in a 
frenzy with rumours that 
Bedford and Luton are soon to 
be embroiled in rioting. 

In the likelihood the county 
could see unrest I trek it into the 
centre of Bedford expecting to 
see images similar to those on 
my television 

When I see police on Bedford’s 
High Street, I fear the worst. Sure 
there were youths on the street - 
three of them - but they were 
having a friendly chat to the 
police about the bikes they were 
riding. 

It was such engagement with 
the community like this that 
played a factor in keeping our 
streets calm. A large proportion 
of this wasn’t done face to face 
(as I witnessed) but via social 
networks. 

Andrea Briggs (pictured right) 
who is the e-communication 
officer at Bedfordshire Police was 
part of a team of five bringing 
calm to the county via Twitter 
and Facebook. 

“During last week’s unrest we 
became a focal point for people 
searching for information,” she 
said. 

“Because there was so many 


rumours going around about 
disturbances they looked to us to 
give them the correct 
information and for some 
reassurance from an official 
source.” 


In five days, the number of 
people ‘liking’ the police’s 
Facebook account rocketed 
from 9,275 to more than 15,800. 

Followers on Twitter 
multiplied by more than six 
times with the force having 478 
followers on Monday, August 8 
and 3,139 on Friday, August 12. 

“During that week we were 
able to interact with the public 
but also disperse any concerns 
of rioting in the county. 

“We were providing hourly 
updates to the public and this 
was then passed on to friends 
and further people. 

“Our tweets were re-tweeted 
over a thousand times and when 
you see that you see how much 
the public help to get the word 
out that all was calm in 
Bedfordshire. It really was self- 
styled policing in the end.” 

With such details available to 
people on the street, 
Bedfordshire Police’s model of 
the power of social networks 
highlights the importance of it

to dilute any unnecessary 
tension. This week MP for 
Mid-Bedfordshire, Nadine 
Dorries, said in a Radio 4 
interview that the Government 
should have the power to shut 
down social networks. 

On Tuesday a 17-year-old 
from Luton was remanded in 
custody for encouraging people 
to commit burglary by using the 
Blackberry Messenger service 
and is due in Luton Youth Court 
next month.

I asked Andrea if we could see 
police officers tweeting 


residents on their beat and she 
tells me it something that may 
be introduced across the entire 
force. 

“At the moment Dunstable 
Police Station are trialling such 
a thing where they tweet the 
community about successes in 
the area,” she added. 

“They are closer with residents 


as they can message them about 
things going on in their area and 
this has been a real help. If it 
works well there then it is likely 
that it will rolled out across the 
whole of Bedfordshire Police.” 

So you heard it here first, if you 
want your local bobby you 
could soon catch them tweeting 
and 'poking' online.

Vauxhall helps 
create truck 
sculpture for 
town council’s 
silver jubilee

VAUXHALL and students 
teamed up to create a com¬ 
memorative piece of art¬ 
work for the 25th 
Anniversary of Dunstable 
Town Council. 

The Luton-based car firm 
donated a 4x4 vehicle to be 
dismantled, with the parts 
used to represent Bedford 
Trucks’ 30-year heritage in 
the town. 

Under the guidance of 
artist Nicola Dailey, the stu¬ 
dents worked with Vauxhall 
Heritage Centre in Park 
Street, Luton, to identify 
which parts should influence 
the final sculpture’s design. 

Bits and pieces, including 
logos, were used to create a 
sculpture representative of 
Bedford Trucks as one of four 
now on display at Grove 


Park. Nicola was commis¬ 
sioned to work with the 
community to produce a 
lasting sculpture that depict¬ 
ed Dunstable through the 
years - but was keen to cre¬ 
ate four pieces of artwork to 
symbolise each of the town’s 
main wards. 

The other metal sculptures 
take inspiration from The 
Priory Church of St Peter, the 
Roman Road that runs right 
through the centre of the 
town, and the soaring gliders 
at Dunstable Downs.

S OMEONE walks in the pub 
and tells anyone listening 
that there is a ‘bear load of 
people hanging, man’. 

We shrug and carry on talking 
about the chances of the Con- 
Dem pact lasting until next 
summer and whether Sachin 
Tendulkar will get a century at the 
Oval. 

This man was white but spoke 
with a West Indian accent and 
moved his hands and fingers down 
while he spoke. 

People are often defined by the 
way they speak and men like him, 
affecting a Caribbean accent, are 
obviously trying to make a 
statement, although I am not sure 
what it is. 

I work a good deal in the 
Midlands these days, and my 
southern accent is good for a bit of 
ridicule. In the eyes, or ears, of 
some it equates to being some 
kind of spiv, or geezer, and walking 
bow-legged in a rolling gait. 
Mothers hastily bring their small 
children indoors as I walk past, 
while muttering oaths under their 
breath. Southerners are often 
actively disliked anywhere above 
Watford Gap. 

I have a couple of friends from 
Liverpool, who are constantly the 
subject of jibes about how they 
acquire their possessions, while 
being told to calm down, with the 
head rocking from side to side. 

I remember when Leicester City 
and Liverpool and Everton were in 
the same division, chants used to 
go up about such matters. Two I 
recall were: ‘We’ve all bought our 
own car stereo,’ and ‘Does the 
social know you’re here?’. Sadly

these jibes soon died down as we 
were regularly thrashed. 

There is a pub in town which is 
used by Irish descendants. They all 
grew up locally and speak with the 
same horrible accent as me, but 
some of them undergo a 
transformation as they cross the 
threshold and start speaking with a 
fine County Clare lilt. To be sure. 

And of course, different age 
groups have a different language to 
go with their accents. 

I occasionally slip into 1960s 
slang, which gives rise to ridicule 
among younger members of staff. 

The way we speak can affect our 
lives, not just the accent or slang 
but whether we speak posh or 
common. The BBC, once the home 
of properly spoken English, is 
happy now to reflect the language 
of the regions and of the different 
classes. 

Unfortunately it does not appear 
to have broken down the 
‘regionalism’ of many people, which 
can be an active dislike of those 
with a non-local accent. 

Along with this recognition of our 
disparate nation, a kind of dumbing 
down has happened, where multi¬ 
regionalism has become an excuse 
for standards to slip. 

The answer is for the BBC and 
other pillars of the Establishment 
to reverse their policy and return 
to traditional values. 

Only the Cueen’s English should 


be spoken on all radio and TV 
stations. Sport should not be 
discussed, apart from, of course, 
cricket, which will be followed 
impartially and not nationalistically. 

Women will be barred from 
smoking in public and men can 
only puff on a pipe, or occasionally 
a Havana cigar. Tweeds should be 
worn in the day and suits with ties 
in the evening. 

This may not completely reverse 
the decline of the last 50 years but 
will at least show we are making 
an effort. 

I BRIEFLY need to return to my 
column on ME, which has caused 
some debate. 

It centres round whether I 
should be allowed to take a 
disease lightly and, as well as 
making serious suggestions on 
how the sufferers might behave, 
allowed myself to make a couple 
of jokes on their behalf. 

I have even been threatened for 
so doing, which is ironic as the 
main point I was making 
concerned the fact that some of 
the patients were threatening 
scientists who were trying to find 
a cure. It seems there is nothing 
that can be done or said that will 
mollify some ME patients. So, 
while not apologising in any way 
for what I have said, I, like some of 
the scientists, will leave the 
subject alone in future.

ONE of Bedfordshire's most 
recognisable pubs went on the 
market this week. 

Time will be called on the long¬ 
standing tenure of landlord 
Declan Duggan at The White 
Swan, in High Street South, 
Dunstable, when his last day 
comes around on September 5. 

Agents Christie + Co are han¬ 
dling the sale for Mr Duggan, who 
took over the pub in 1988 but is 
bringing his ownership to an end.

which has capacity for 250. 

‘The pub includes five-bedroom 
owner’s accommodation, which 
lends itself to conversion into let¬ 
ting rooms (subject to planning 
permission) particularly if the 
new owner extends into the loft 
area.’ 

Carl Steer, of Christie + Co, said: 
“This family-run business has 
been operated by the same owner 
for 23 years. 

“The White Swan is very well 
established locally and has host¬ 
ed many events over the years, 



with numerous famous faces 
playing their part. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity 
for a new owner to develop the 
business further by converting 
the current owner’s accommoda¬ 
tion into letting bedrooms, 
subject to the relevant planning 
permissions.”

Cattle, who has been swimming for 15 years, saw the European 
record she set in the Beijing Games beaten last month but she still 
holds the British record for the 100 metre backstroke and the 50m 
freestyle. This, she hopes, can help her build to the London edition 
next year. 

“With the way that my times are going at the moment, things are 
moving in the right direction,” she said. “I was in Beijing and it was 
amazing. I was a little bit disappointed because I broke the 
European and British records out there but I went into the final in 
third place and came out in sixth. But as it was my first Games, the 
experience was enough really. 

“Just it being in London is a big enough incentive in itself but also 
we will be the team people come to watch because being at home, 
the English people will be there to support us.”

WITH new X Factor contestants taking 
over our screens, it was Danny Crow 
who showed the real star quality as his 
performance changed the course of a 
game that saw Luton thump Southport 
5-1. 

And with manager Gary Brabin cur¬ 
rently searching for his number one hit¬ 
man, the striker’s audition was one of 
pure class. Coming on after 30 minutes 
for injured James Dance, Crow was the 
link up between midfield and attack that 
Luton so desperately craved. 

Adam Watkins, Amari Morgan-Smith, 
Robbie Wilmott and Will Antwi were also 
on target to impress the Kenilworth Road 
judges after Jonathan Brown had given 
Southport an early lead. 

However, it was after Steve Akrigg’s 
dismissal that Luton were able to kill off 
their opposition with four goals coming 
in the space of ten minutes. 

Luton were quick out of the blocks with 
Keith Keane creating an early chance for 
Willmott to test Tony McMillan in the 
Southport goal, but after the winger cut 
inside his marker he could only find the 
side netting. 

Shortly after though, Southport took an 
early lead against the run of play. James 
Smith crossed to John-Paul Kissock who 
then teed up Brown to slam home 
between the legs of a wrong-footed Mark 
Tyler. 

Luton tried to find a quick response but 
a series of heavy touches and misplaced 
passes disrupted the large majority of 
attacking play 

The closest Luton came within the 
opening 20 minutes was from a short 
corner between Watkins and Willmott 
which freed up the former to unleash a 
stinging effort which needed McMillan 
to be at his best to parry away 



Luton looked clueless coming forward 
and ended up opting for route-one foot¬ 
ball. That was until the introduction of 
Crow. The ex-Cambridge United forward 
offered a focal point in and around the 
opposition’s penalty box that led to a 
flurry of Luton chances. 

Firstly, Watkins and O’Connor both had 
powerful drives before Crow offloaded a 
delicate looping effort that just fell the 
wrong side of the crossbar.

Morgan-Smith powered through the 
depleted defence and smashed home a 
low drive from the tightest of angles to 
make it three. 

Two minutes later it was four with the 
best of the bunch. Willmott picked up the 
ball from the outside the box and 
unleashed a piledriver that flew past 
McMillan. 

Southport soon had no way back as 
Curtis Osano’s cross was headed home 
by an unmarked Crow in the box.
